Japanese Destroyers Seize Un- 


known Steamer in the 


Harbor of Che Foo. 


Believed Affair Took Place Within Chinese Ter- 


ritorial Waters, Showing Mikado's Officers 


Are Apt To Disregard Niceties 


of Neutrality. 


'. WASHINGTON, 'Aug. 19.—The state ! 
' department has received 
a cablegram 


, from Che Foo dated today, the sentence 
of which is as follows: 


"This morning sovon Japanese destroy- 


'crs entered the harbor and mot an un- 
known steamer entering, which they cap- 
tured. Two Japanese cruisers are out- 
side the "harbor." 


Textually the dispatch is as follows: 
Che Foo, Aug. 19—This 'morning seven

antiseptics, leaving the more serious 
work to be done' in the- hospitals > at 
home. This course is followed; .except 
where his condition is. very precarious; 
The result of this pr'actice.has been thai* 
many men suffering from bullet, wounds 
at the front; are nearly well .when they. 
reach Japan. On one hospital ship re-? 
turning to Japan from the front there 
were 2,200 wounded men and.there was 
not a single death o.n board during;the 
trip. Tnree per cent will .cover all the 
deaths among the wounded who have 
been- returned to Japan, after having re- 
csivcd the'first aid treatment on the 
way. If the Japanese soldiers not kill- 
ed outright the chances are that he will 
recover. 'His temperate habits and his 
plain and healthful diet of fish'and rice, 
varied occasionally with meat, contrib- 
ute much to his recovery. 


Russian wounded captured by the Jap- 


anese have been treated in a similar 
manner, and tne recoveries among these 
men are scarcely less in proportion'than 
among the Japanese. 


A new complication has been discov- 


ered in the wound, inflicted in this war, 
due to the extraordinary speed of-small 
calibre bullets, which produce aneurisms 
by .their speed.

From four to five hundred chickens 


owned' by residents and farmers along 
Root river, extending from the Milmine 
bridge north to the Rapids, have been 
killed 'during the past six weeks, always 
during the night. One -gentleman lost 
seventeen, another twenty-seven, a third 
every fowl he owned, numbering over a 
hundred .and , many,: others missed -from 
ten to thirty. This wholesale slaughter 
of the fowls has created widespread 
alarm and consternation. 


Most of the chickens were found dead 


in brush piles or in the coops. The ma- 
jority had their heads torn off or there 
were holes in the necks, indicating that 
minks hod killed them and sucked the 
blood.

.Tho.Now Yo'rk Times in saying no 
oho would ever hear from it any words 
of excuse or palliation of tho two votes 
of Judge Parker for Bryan in 1SOG and 
1900, and that any reasoning in which 
this going with his party that might be 
attempted would be certainly false and 
dangerous, insists all this refers to er- 
rors of the past and has no reference to 
the present and tho safety of. the: future. 
Then follows an articlo in which the 
Times holds the judge is'in no way less 
worthy of support than Mr, Roosevelt.'

The production has lessened the -strain 
on the dollar, and while bimetallism i» 
as sound in theory as it ever was,, the 
necessity for it is not so apparent."

GOLD AND SILVER CERTIFICATES. 


A correspondent writes to inquire how. 


the issue of gold certificates and silver 
certificates are regulated, and why it is 
thero is so much actual gold held in the 
public treasury.. This is explained by a 
reference to a' paragraph in the daily 
record'of treasury balances which'gives 
the amount of available cash' on hand 
from day to day, the condition-of tho 
trust funds and tho exact' amount of 
gold and silver with other forms of mon- 
ey in the' treasury. This'same" state- 
ment further gives the total receipts of 
the government'from the first day 'of the 
current fiscal year to the current day of 
the report with also the expenditures', 
thus enabling anyone desirous of know- 
ing to ascertain the surplus* or deficiency 
in receipts on any given day, or for tho 
given time. 


In the trust funds is held in gold $4SG,- 


S70.5GO, in silver dollars $470,600,000, in 
silver dollars of 1ROO $7,872,880 and sil- 
ver bullion of '1800, $5,332,150, a grand' 
total of $970,675,000 in the actual gold 
and silver coin itself. This vast amount 
larger than tiny government OTJ earth 
possesses is retained in the treasury in 
order that gold certificates to' :he 
amount of- $480,870,569; and silver'certifi- 
cates amounting to $470,000,000 w,ad 
treasury notes issued under the Shernmn 
act of 1800 may be redeemed instantly 
on presentation. There is no assump- 
tion of not having enough on, hand, for 
in this matter no gold certificate or sil- 
ver certificate has ever been issued or 
will be issued unices. the actual metal 
has been deposited in the treasury. 


But this is not all ,of the gold or sil- 


ver held in the treasury by nuy means*. 
Outside the trust funds is held what, is; 
culled the' available' cash or working bal- 
ance available'for any purpose of pay-

-Thus on a 
certain date tho last of June was held in 
the treasury under the designation avail- 
able cash a"s follows: In gold1 coin and 
bullion $38,705,420, and in silver coin 
and bullion '$19,542,431. In still anoth- 
er item known as the reserve fund is 
'that of $150,000,000 in gold coin held for 
redemption'purposes as.security .for the 
greenbacks, that is should ever a run 
occur for the redemption of the form of 
paper money known .as greenbacks of 
which there is yet $340,000,000 in circu- 
lation, this amount will bo instantly 
available and is. used for no other pur- 
pose. Thus the government has in its 
vaults in all $1,028,922,880 in gold and 
silver, and paper representatives ao stat- 
ed above in circulation for most of it. 


Thus it will be seen the public treas- 


ury is amply supplied with the real coin 
both gold and silver to keep its-paper 
money entirely sound. There may -be 
objections to the government being, as 
it were, in the banking business, but 
them are no banks on earth possessing 
the solvency, with unlimited powers to 
preserve its credit, as does this United 
States government. In this . connection 
it must bo remembered that the entire 
issue of national bank notes fover $300,- 
000,000 is not only backed up by its is- 
suing bank, but further it is backed 'up 
by tho government which will only issuo 
tho notes to each-bank'as it'complies 
with tho law and deposits either the 
money or the'bonds which'is wherewith 
retained in the treasury as .'security for 
the notcs.isaued. Tho .government takes 
care of every dollar issued.and no mat- 
ter what becomes of any national bank 
or how bad a failure may be, there .can 
bo absolutely 
no question about .. tho 


soundness of'the bank notes that:have 
been issued.. No one over takes a 
thought about such a matter lor .the re- 
demption by tli0 government of all notes 
of failed banks is absolute. '

A Few Points on Canning fruits.—To 


lomo people canning fruit is one of the 
biggest bugbears of their household du- 
ties. They dread it and from the time 
tho first berries and cherries make their 
appearance, until the last pcaeh and pear 
have been taken care of, they live in con- 
stant fear of their fruit fermenting and 
spoiling. With myself, while it is a work 
that I have no fear as to the result, it 
is always satisfactory—always what I 
intend it shall be—a success. 


In canning fruit for sauce, I measure 


into my preserving kettle only enough 
raw fruit, as near aa I can guess, to fill 
one jar whcn.it is cooked. This method 
may seem very tedious to some, but in 
tho end it pays, for in this way the fruit 
has a'chance to be thoroughly cooked 
without crowding and the .danger of 
cooking it too much is also lessened. To 
nave time, one can have several kettles 
over the fire at once, but do not try to 
expedite matters by cooking a 
large 


quantity of fruit all together. I have 
seen it^tried a number of times, with al- 
ways tho same rosultjif not absolutely 
sour -when openedj it would bo a flat fail- 
ure. 


Another important point which should 


be carefully watched is to have the jars 
perfectly air-tight, and in using the self- 
scalers/if the tops do not screw on suf 
flciently tight with one rubber, add an 
extra one. This should remedy the trou- 
ble, which is caused l>y the jars being un- 
even or defective at the raouth. 


After tho fru.it is canned, protect from 


tho light by wrapping paper rxround each 
jar, or better still, fill (he boxes the 
jara came in when purchased and set in 
n. place with as little change of tempera- 
ture as possible.

The lady's name Is Miss Eliza- 


beth Smythe, but she is generally colled 
Nurse Bessie, because she is a trained 
nursa 'and because she Is a strong, level 
h«ide'd woman. 


In December, 1302, Nursa Bessie left 


Cape Town in a steamer for Portu- 
guese East Africa. From a port In that 
country she started up a tributary of 
the Zambezi river In a canoe to go to 
Laka Nya'ssa and British Central Af- 
rica, -Young native men -shoved her 
boat with -poles up the narrow rivers. 
Frequently huge, awful looking croco- 
diles swam close to the -little boat with 
their mouths' open. When one came 
very near, Miss Srnythe's boys, as the 
oarsmen were called, knocked the croc- 
odile on the nose with their poles. 
Thereupon it would make a great 
plunge In the water, looking so savage 
that Nurse Bessie says in her 'story, "I 
thought my-last hour had come."

HOW THE ESKIMO 


. 
.. 
CAPTURES THE SEAL 


The. Eskimo-is an -expert-in bis man-, 


ner of talciric'seals, and it- may -seem 
very funny to you boys and girls,'for 
he himself''often' plays seal to deceive 
them. This is how he does It: 
, 


When ho spies a seal he notes the di- 


rection of the wind;' then, keeping him- 
self to the leeward of the' animal, he 
walks to. within a quarter of a mile -of 
his quarry. Beyond thls'^e begins to 
crouch and advances only when the 
seal's bead is down. The seal is a 
wideawake animal and has the habit of 
throwing up its head quickly every few 
seconds to guard against danger. When 
its head is down upon the ice its eyes 
are shut, and it is said that In these 
brier'interv'aislt" takes its sleep. 


However this.may lie, the hunter, by 


carefully watching the. seal's move- 
ments.-is able without much difficulty 
to get within about 200 yards of It: but 
at closer" Quarters he Is obliged to adopt 
other tactics. He now lies down at full 
length" upon the Ice, and the real sport 
begins. ' '. 
'. 


The seal takes the Eskimo, who Is 


able to "talk, seal" perfectly, to be one 
of its kindred,, and, indeed, there Is a 
great' deal of resemblance between the 
two, for'seal and hunter are similarly 
clothed,' and the Eskimo, living largely 
upon the flesh and oil of the seal, Is 
similarly odorous. 


As the two lie there upon the Ice a 


most amusing sort of conversation is 
kept up between them. The seal makes 
a remark and nips his tall. The Eskimo 
replies and makes a corresponding ges- 
ture with his foot. At the same time he 
throws himself a little forward. The 
seal soon has something further to say 
and'again flips his tall. The Eskimo 
replies as befare and stiU further closes 
up the distance between them. 


When the seal's head is down the 


hunter, who ever keeps his eye on his 
prey, is able to approach still nearer by 
dragging himself forward upon his el- 
bows. This maneuvering goes on for 
some time until the distance between 
the performers has been reduced to a 
few yards, sometimes to a few feet. 


When near enough to make a sure 


shot the Eskimo takes his bow and ar- 
row from his side and sends a swift 
shaft through, the head of the outwitted 
animal. • '

M. Kleinmcnoff protested 
against the 'entering of the harbor yes- 
terday by a Japanese torpedo boat de- 
stroyer <aiid insisted upon the right of tfie 
two Russian warships in question to re- 
main and repair damages. A suggestion 
made, by the British consul to rcfev the

Japanese destroyers entered the harbor 
of Che Foo. Opposite the entrance they 
met an unknown steamer entering and 
took possession of her. There are two 
cruisers outside."

The dispatch is so worded as to leave 


in doubt, one of the 
most important 


points connected with the seizure^ name- 
ly, the .exact spot at which it took place 
and whether without or within the three 
mile :limit. Naval officers, familiar with 
the harbor of Che Foo state that there 
nro two 'entrances from opposite direc- 
tions and it ia inferred from the abore 
dispatch that the Japanese squadron ap- 
pronchcd through one of these entrances 
to find the unknown steamer referred to 
coming through the other entrance. 


JAPS NOT VERY CAREFUL. 


The impression here is that conse- 


quently the se'jsurc took place within 
the Chinese territorial waters. The in-

PRAISES JAPANESE SUBGEHY 


Hut I"«w of th« Wounded OI* 'Owlo« to 


Their Gnat Skill. 


CHE FOO, Aug. 19.—Major'LVL. Sea- 


man, a specialist in military surgery, 
who has seen much of. the Japanese hos- 
pitals and who has been with the Chun- 
chuses or Chinese bandits, near Mukden, 
has.arrived at Che Foo. , He consented 
to being interviewed and gave some in- 
teresting observations on the Japanese 
m'ethod of treating wounded men. . He 
says that the Japanese are giving prool 
of the benefits to be derived from the 
non-interference with wounds on the 
field where they content themselves with 
the application of first aid bandages and 
antiseptics, leaving the more serious 
work to be done1 in the- hospitals,at 
home. 'This course is followed; except 
where his condition is very precarious. 
The result of this practice.has been that 
many men suffering from bullet, wounde 
at the front are nearly well .when they 
reach Japan. On one hospital ship re- 
turning to Japan from the front then 
were 2,200 wounded men and there was 
not a single death on board during the 
trip. Tnree per cent will cover all the 
deaths among the wounded who have 
been returned to Japan after having re- 
ceived the first aid treatment on the 
way. If the Japanese aoldiet is not kill- 
ed outright the chances nre that he will 
recover. His temperate habits and his 
plain and healthful diet of fish'and rice 
varied occasionally with meat, contrib- 
ute much to his recovery. 


Russian wounded captured by the Jap- 


anese have been treated in a similar 
manner, and tne recoveries among these 
men are scarcely less in proportion'than 
among the Japanese. 


A new complication has been discov- 


ered in the wound, inflicted in this war, 
due to the extraordinary speed of small 
calibre bullets, which produce aneurisms 
by their speed. Major Seamon say 27 
operations performed for the relief ol 
this new wound.

GOLD AND SILVER CERTIFICATES. 


A correspondent writes'to inquire how 


the issue of gold certificates and silver 
certificates are regulated, and why it is 
there is so much actual gold held in the 
public treasury.. This is explained by a 
reference to a paragraph in the daily 
record of treasury balances which gives 
the amount of available cash on hand 
from day to day, the condition of the 
trust funds and the exactl amount of 
gold and silver with other forms of mon- 
ey in the treasury. This' same state- 
ment further gives the total receipts of 
the government from the first day of the 
current fiscal year to the current day of 
the report with also the expenditures^, 
thus enabling anyone desirous of know- 
ing to ascertain the surplus* or deficiency 
'in receipts on any given day, or for the 
given time. 


In the trust funds is held in gold $486,- 


870,56!), in silver dollars $470,600,000, in 
silver dollars of 1890 $7,872,880 and sil- 
ver bullion of 1890, $5,332,l£0, a grand 
total of $970,975,000 in the actual gold 
and silver coin itself. This vast amount 
larger than any government on earth 
possesses is retained in the treasury in 
order that gold Certificates 
to'. the 


amount of $48B',870',560i•and'Bilver'eertifi-' 
cates amounting to $470,600,000 ».t)d 
treasury notes issued under the Sherman 
act .of 1890 may' be redeemed "instantly 
on presentation. There is no assump- 
tion of not having enough pry hand, for 
in this matter no gold certificate or sil- 
ver certificate has ever been issued or 
will be issued unless the actual metal 
has been deposited in the treasury. 


But this is not all^of the gold or sil- 


ver held in the treasury by any means. 
Outside the trust funds is held what is 
called the available cash or working bal- 
ance available for any purpose of pay- 
ing government accounts. Thus on a 
certain date the last of June "\vas held in 
bhe treasury under the designation avail- 
able cash as follows: In gold coin and 
bullion $33,705,429, and in silver coin 
and bullion $19,542,431. In still anoth- 
er item known as the reserve fund Is. 


as :thia, displayed would, not the New:

that of $150,000,000 in gold coin held for 
redemption purposes as security for the 
greenbacks, that is should ever a run 
occur for the redemption of the form of 
paper money known .as greenbacks of 
which there is yet $346,000,000 sn circu- 
lation, this amount will be instantly 
available an'd is. used for no other pur- 
pose. Thus the government has in its 
vaults in all $1,028,922,860 in gold and 
silver, and paper representatives ae stat- 
ed above in circulation for most of it. 


Thug it will be seen the public treas- 


ury is amply supplied with the real coin 
both gold and silver to keep its-paper 
money entirely sound. There may -be 
objections to the government being, a» 
it were, in the banking business, but 
them are no banks on earth possessing 
the solvency, with unlimited powers to 
preserve its credit, as does this United 
States government. In this connection 
it must bo remembered that the entire 
issue of national bank notes t over $300,. 
000,000 is not only backed up by its is- 
suing bank, but further It is backed up 
by the government which will only issue 
the notes to each bank "as it'complies 
with the law and deposits either the 
money or the' bonds which* is wherewith 
retained in the treasury a«,security for 
the notes issued. The government takes 
care of every dollar ixued and no mat- 
ter what becomes of any national bank 
or how bad a failure may be, there .can 
be absolutely no question about the 
soundness of the bank notes that have 
been issued... No one ever takes a 
thought about such a matter for the re- 
demption by the government of all notes 
of failed banks is absolute. 


Artistic financiers may assert faults 


:here and there and claim the govern- 
ment should not be in the banking busi- 
ness,' and1 theoretically ,they are. right, 
but practically tha preaent system works 
most satisfactorily Wld will bo retained 
until something hotter v is assured. No 
government in the world possesses the 
intrinsic strength of ours, > nor any- 
where is there «o much of tho real stuff 
on hand wherewith the people may rest 
assured beyond nil question'of the abso- 
lute safety of their dollars.

The president has* no need to be .misun- 


derstood by any citizen or politician of 
any political party.

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A Few Points on Canning Fruits.—To 


•omc people canning fruit is one of the 
biggest bugbears of their household du- 
ties. They drend it and from the time 
the first berries and cherries make their 
appearance, until the last peach and pear 
have been taken care of, they live in con- 
stant fear of their fruit fermenting and 
spoiling. With myself, while it is a work 
that I have no fear as to the result, it 
is always satisfactory—always what I 
intend it shall be—a success. 


In canning fruit for sauce, I measure 


into my preserving kettle only enough 
raw fruit, as near as I can guess, to fill 
one jar when it is cooked. This method 
may seem very tedious to some, but in 
the end it pays, for in this way the fruit 
has a chance to be thoroughly cooked 
without crowding and the .danger of 
cooking it too much is also lesaened. To 
save time, one can have several kottlcs 
over the fire at once, but do not try to 
expedite matters by cooking a 
large 


quantity of fruit all together. 
I have 


seen it4 tried a number of times, with al- 
ways the same rosultjif not absolutely 
sour when openedj it would be a flat fail- 
ure. 


Another important point which should 


be carefully watched is to have the jars 
perfectly air-tight, and in using the self- 
sealers, if the tops do not screw on suf- 
ficiently tight with one rubber, add an 
extra one. This should remedy" the trou- 
ble, which is caused by the jars being un- 
even or defective at the mouth. 


After the frujt is canned, protect from 


the light by wrapping paper around each 
jar, or better still, fill the boxes the 
jars came in wHcn purchased and set in 
a place with as little change of tempera- 
ture as possible. There will be no danger 
of its spoiling it it has been properly 
cooked.—Emma R. Makemson.

tood. The lady's name Is Miss Eliza- 
beth Smythe, but she Is generally called 
Nurse Bessie, because she is a trained 
ourse and because she Is a strong, level 
beaded woman. 


la December, 1002, Nurse Bessie left 


Cape Town In a stearner for Portu- 
guese East Africa. From a port in that 
country she started up a tributary of 
the Zambezi river in a'canoe'to go to 
Lake Nya'ssa and British Central Af- 
i'ca, -Young native men 'shoved her 
boat with poles up the narrow rivers. 
Frequently huge, awful looking croco- 
diles swam close to the -little boat with 
their mouths open. When one came 
very near. Miss Smythe's boys; as the 
oarsmen were called, knocked the croc- 
odile on the nose with their poles. 
Thereupon it would make a great 
plunge In the water, looking so savage 
that Nurse Bessie says in her story, "I 
thought my last hour had come." At 
night, when the canoe was tied to the 
shore, Nurse Bessie wouia:be-awakened 
by a great, grunting, puffing noise to 
find ui;ly hippopotamuses afl around, 


After going as far "as posslbfe'l'n her 


canoe, the lady finished the trip to 
Blantyre, near the southern point of 
British Central Africa, by traveling in a 
machllla. That Is a Jcinfl of hammock 
sliihg from a, strong bajnboo: pole which 
four natives carry upon their shoulders, 
the traveler swinging in the hammock 
beneath. It is a rough way of'getting 
over the ground, the hammock swing- 
ing swish, swash, th|s way and that. It 
Is something like camel; back riding. 
But, then, one can get used to anything. 


Sometimes her boys had to wade 


swollen streams as deep as thelp arm» 
pits. Then they held the bamb«| pole 
high in the air so the Jady would npt 
get wet, and once the .head boy perched 
her upon his shoulder and carried her 
across a deep river.

HOW THE ESKIMO 
; 
- 
CAPTURES THE SEAL 


. The Eskimo Is an expert in his man- 
ner- of taking-' seals,' and It may -.seem 
very funny to you boys and girb,'for 
he himself* often plays seal to deceive 
them. • This is how he does it: 


When he spies a seal he notes the di- 


rection of the wind; then, keeping hlmr 
self to the leeward of the animal, he 
walks to. within a quarter of a mile of 
his Quarry. Beyond this'Jie begins to 
crouch and advances only when the 
seal's head is down. The seal is a 
wideawake animal and has the habit of 
throwing up its head quickly every few 
seconds to guard against dauger. When 
its head is down upon the Ice its eyes 
are shut, and It is said that in these 
bri'ei internals "it take? its sleep. 


However this; may' te, the hunter, by 


carefully watching the, seal's move- 
ments, . Is able without much difficulty 
,to get within about 200 yards of It; but 
at closer quarters, he is obliged to adopt 
other tactics. He n°w 1'es down at full 
tengtji'upon the ice, and the real sport 
begins. 


The seal takes the Saktmo, who is 


able to "talk seal;' perfectly, to be one 
of its kindred, and, indeed, there is a 
great' deal of resemblance between the 
two, for 'seal and hunter are similarly 
clothed, and the Eskimo, living largely 
upon the flesh and oil of the seal, is 
similarly odorous. 


As the two lie there upon the ice a 


most amusing sort of conversation Is 
kept up between them. The seal makes 
a remark and nips his tail. The Eskimo 
replies and makes a corresponding ges- 
ture with his toot. At the same time he 
throws himself a little forward. The 
seal soon has something further to say 
and again flips his tall. The Eskimo 
replies as befare and stUf further closes 
up the distance between them. 


When the seal's head Is down the 


hunter, who ever keeps his eye on his 
prey, is able to approach stilt nearer by 
dragging himself forward upon his el- 
bows. This maneuvering goes on for 
some time until the distance between 
the performers has been reduced to a 
few yards, sometimes to a few leet. 


When near enough to make a sure 


shot the Eskimo takes his bow and ar- 
row from his side and sends a swift 
shaft through the head of the outwitted
